The  Rev.  Diinicl  Shiito  wus  conimissionccl  as  cluiplain 
to  a  regiment  of  foot  for  the  invasion  of  Canatlii,  dnring 
the  "Old  French  War."  Mr.  Shnte  was  the  son  of  John 
and  Mary  (Wayte)  Shute  and  was  born  in  Maldon,  July 
l!i,  1722.  Graduated  (Harvard)  in  class  of  174;].  Or- 
dained as  pastor  over  tiio  Second  Ciiureh  in  Ilinjrliam, 
December  10,  174(5,  and  reliniiuislicd  his  public  labors  in 
March,  17i)i),  but  c'>ntinued  his  pastoral  relation  until  his 
decease,  which  occurred  August  30,  1802.

AI)out  11  o clock  A.M.  took  leave  of 
home,  arrived  at  IJoston  at  /)  o  clock  P.M. 

vJl.  Set  out  from  IJostonnith  Lieut  Col  Twing  be- 
tween y  c^c  10  o  clock  A.M.  Found  Col.  Williams  and 
others  a.t  Waltham  ;  arrived  at  Worcestor  i.)  o  clock  at 
night.  We  had  the  pleasure  of  riding  in  y°  rain  all  day. 
Lodged  at  Col.  (Jhandlcr's. 

June  1.  Very  rain}-,  tarried  .it  Worcester  all  day, 
dined  at  C(d  Gardner  Chandler's. 

2.  The  rain  continued,  —  remained  at  Worcester  all 
day,  where  we  were  very  generously  entertained  by  Col 
Chandler's  lady. 

3.  Dull  weather  in  y''  morning.  Took  leave  of  y'' Col's 
lady,  and  went  forward,  had  a  very  [jleasant  day,  soaked 
with  a  heav}'  rain  in  y''  edge  of  y''  evening,  before  \vo 
could  reach  y"'  Tavern  in  Cold  Sjjring  where  we  lodged. 

4.  Sunday.  Prayed  with  Ca[)'  IJutterlield's  Company 
before  we  left  oul  lodgings.  Travelled  about  3  miles, 
and  met  Maj  Arbutlnuit  who  informed  us  our  Regiment 
was  at  llatlield  ;  arrived  at  lladley  between  1  &  2  o  clock, 
dined  with  y"  Major ;  attended  publick  exercise  P.M. 
with  Col.  Williams,  after  which  went  over  to  Ilattield, 
found  y''  Regiment  well  and  in  high  spirits.  Lodged  at 
Col  Israel  Williams. 
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5.  The  Col  spent  the  iImv  chicflj"  in  administering  y* 
Oath,  to  y"  Otiicer.s.      (A  leaf  of  the  journal  niissinir.) 

11.  Sunday.  Preached  at  I'ontoosucU  in  y'"  Fort  be- 
longing to  Col  William  Williams  which  is  y*"  only  house 
inhahited  in  y"  place  ;  near  twenty  families  having  moved 
away  for  fear  of  y"-"  Indians. 

12.  Found  very  liad  bread  here,  'tho  the  poor  sol- 
dier had  been  encouraged  to  take  that  which  was  scarce 
tit  to  eat  at  Hatfield,  under  the  promise  of  having  good 
new  bread  at  Pontoosuek  ;  ol)liged  to  take  part  in  stores 
for  y''  greater  expedition  of  y'^  2''  liattalion  in  oui'  IJegi- 
mcnt.  Had  orders  to  manh  l)y  Division,  in  se^jarato 
Companies,  some  went  olf  al)()nt  <S  o  clock,  y''  last  about 
11  o  cluck.  We  set  out  about  12,  and  dined  at  Guttridges 
l\)rt,  ")  miles  li'om  Col  Williams.  P.  M.  marched  about 
10  miles,  and  encamped  with  Capt  Wards  Company. 

i;;.  Marched  -t  CA  ocl.ick  A.M.  Dined  at  the  half- 
way house  so  called  trom  Kenderhook  to  Albany,  arrived 
iit  Greenbush  at  4  o  clock  P.M..  u[)on  y''  bank  of  y''  river 
right  oi)i)osite  to  Albany. 

X.  1).  'I'he  greater  part  of  y''  wa}'  our  Troo[)s  marched 
from  Ilatlield  to  Greenbush  is  inex[)ressil)ly  bad,  and 
y*"  greater  part  of  our  Kegiment  at  i)reseni,  what  with  y'' 
badness  of  y''  way,  and  what  with  y"  badness  of  y''  l)read 
appear  to  be  unlit  for  duly. 

.Just  at  night  I  ventured  over  to  Albany  in  company 
Avith  Col  Williams  iSc  Maj  Arbuthnot,  —  was  conducted 
where  I  was  assured  there  was  no  danger  of  taking  the 
SnudI  Pox,  which  is  in  live  or  six  places  in  y''  City. 
Keturned,  and  lodged  at  y''  Tavern  ke[)t  by  a  widow 
Lumniis. 

11.  Wednesday.  Moved  my  Quarters  to  Mr  Witbeek. 
Brother  Uen  arrived. 

15.  Thui-sday.   lie  took  a  vomit  being  much  oppio?sed 


at  y"  st()m;xch.  Anns  were  brought  over  from  Albany 
for  our  llogimont. — A  cool  clay,  at  night  very  cold  tor 
the  sea.son. 

IG.  Frychiy.  First  discovered  my  horse  was  gone  out 
of  Col  Keuselaar's  pasture,  mueh  fatigued  in  looking  for 
him.     SiMit  a  party  of  men  after  iiim. 

17.  Still  in  quest  of  my  Horse. 

18.  Sunday.  Preached  to  y«  Reg^  from  (Jen.  28  Ch 
20.  21  vs.  —  Xo  exercise  P.  M.  y''  time  ^pent  in  prepara- 
tion to  march  y"  next  morning. 

11).  Monday.  Paid  for  live  days  board  at  Air  Witi)eck's 
two  dollars  nearly.  —  the  Keg",  marched  A.  M.  I  Avent 
up  y''  Kiver  in  a  Battoe  with  the  Baggage,  arrived  at  y" 
Plats  between  2  &  .3  o  clock  P.  M.  ;  lodged  at  Mr  A'an 
liurin's.

my  exact  pro^jortion  of  travelling  expenses  trom  Boston

20.  Ueturned  from  Mr  Van  liurins  at  y"'  Hats,  by 
water  Avilh  Col  \\'iliiams  to  (irccnl)ush. 

21.  Went  over  to  Albany  to  wait  on  y"  Col'.,  who  gave 
leave  I  should  tarry  behind  to  wait  y*^  arrival  of  my 
Ciiest,  and  went  himself  to  join  his  Ih'^*^  fit  y'^'  Flats,  took 
lodgings  at  Mr.  .lohn  Lansing's  in  y''  City — much  indis- 
posed.

Slanwix  to  (Jol  Williams, 
informinij,  that  he  must  in  a  few  days  miirch  his  lle^'  up 
y*^  Mohawk  liivei-,  to  y''  ureat  earrying  plaee,  ahont  (iO 
miles  ahove  lln^  (iernian  Flats,  and  to  earry  with  him  two 
months  provisions,  artillery,  <Sc  ammunition,  in  IJattoes 
prei)ared  for  y''  pur(»()se,  whieh  destination  has  given 
ffreat  uneasiness  lo  v"  Kcii'.  —  and  not  less  lo  v''  Oliiecrs 
than  to  y'"  Prisates. 

2.  Sunday.  Hid  two  exercises  in  y''  Meeting  House, 
the  lirsl  began  at  12  o  eloek,  —  the  second  at  4.  Prereluul 
from  Fx.  2;') .  20.  21.     Drank  tea  with  Mr.  LangKj  . 

.July  •").  Col  Williams  went  to  Albany  to  wait  upon 
(leneral  Stauwix,  for  redress  of  sotne  dillicidlies,  and  for 
further  sup[)Iies  of  Arms,  Tents,  etc.  DiniHl  at  Esq**. 
Sanders. — (Ireen  of  Itraintree  bridge  out  with  the  Small 
l*ox  in  the  barracks,      ivemoved. 

4.  A  Xegro  fidlow  removed  ui)on  the  same  account. 
Dined  with  Domine  Vroomau,  Predicant,  in  Si'henec- 
tady, —  in  Height  (!  fei't  1  inches  iSi  A, — and  every  way 
large  in  [)roi)ortio!i ;  —  Preaehes  Avithout  notes  with  little 
Premeditation.      Explains    a  Text  A,  M.   and    preaches 
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Divinih/  ill  y"  uftcnioon  as  he  has  bin  plcaso'd  to  inform 
mo  several  Times.  Tlie  Peoph;  liere  attend  their  i)nbli(k 
rehgious  exercises  witli  great  Devotion. — In  morals  they 
are  not  so  exact. 

5.  General  Abircrombie  with  18,000  Troops  imbarked 
in  1100  liattoes,  and  300  Whale  boats  for  Ticonderogti 
with  some  artillery. 

7.  Landed  withont  opposition  y*^  French  retreating 
bnt  soon  returned  and  made  some  ojniosition,  in  which 
skirmish  y"  brave  Lord  Howe  was  killed.  Their  Number 
uncertain,  said  to  be  from  '^  to  (lOO.  They  were  easily 
repulsed  with  y'^  loss  of  but  few  itn  our  side,  by  report 
40  killed  and  wounded.  On  y''  side  of  the  Lnemy  1(50 
taken,  and  y'' greater  jjart  of  y"  rest  cut  oil".  Upon  Lord 
Howe  bi'ing  slain  the  whole  army  were  halted, — and 

Jidy  7.  lay  still  upon  y"  same  account.  But  ISOOO 
men  not  able  to  bring  him  to  life.  (My  cheot  arrived  at 
Scheneclada). 

July  H.  The  Gen'  thought  proper  to  attempt  to  force 
y''  Enemies  entrenchments  l)efore  y''  fort,  oidy  with  small 
arms.  In  y"  rash  atteini)t,  Killed  571.  Wounded  l.'}(il5. 
Missing  M.  The  slain  and  wounded,  chielly  Regulars, 
who  were  in  y"  centre,  the  Provincials  upon  each  wing  in 
V''  attack. 

It  is  reported  by  those  on  y*'  spot,  that  a  Skirmish  be- 
tween our  advanced  Guard,  and  y''  French  advanced 
Guard  began  very  early  this  morning,  ours  consisted  of 
about  100  men  ;  y"  Gen'  sullcred  none  to  go  to  y'^'  relief; 
the  skirmish  ceased  at  10  o  clock,  y''  French  retreating, 
and  a  volley  was  lired  from  y"  Entrenchment,  when  the 
Gen'  gave  orders  to  march  inimediateh'  and  force  y''  En- 
trenchment, but  would  allow  no  canon,  'tho  eno'  lay 
handy.  The  engagement  contimied  late  in  the  afternoon. 
Heard   mvself.  Gen'  Johnson  declaie  to  God,  that  when 
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Ahircronihio  montioiunl  to  him  his  intention  to  ivtroiit 
to  W  Henry,  luMMirncstly  "lissiijulcd  liini  fVoni  it;  upon 
which  he  was  ordered  wilii  his  Indians  in  v'' eveninir  to 
niarcli  al)out  2A  miles  I'roni  y'  Sawmill  toward  the  LaUo 
whore  y"  Hattoes  lay. 

July  I>.  'J'lie  Army  retni'ned  to  W  Henry  nni)ursnotl 
by  y"  Knemy.  So  many  Keiruiar  Ollicers  wore  slain  in 
linttle  a  Council  of  War,  it  seems  could  not  lie  held  on 
that  side  of  the  Lake.  Jt  is  here  eoniidcntiy  reported 
that  two  24"'  Cannon  wore  ordei'cd  l»y  an  express  from 
sd  (ien',  too  this  side  of  thi;  lake  to  Fort  Kdward,  and 
ordnance  stores  from  AHiauy  sloped  on  road.  Consum- 
mate Prudence  ;  if  y"  French  should  heat  our  army  from 
y"  Lak»\  y''  Cannon  woidd  help  them  make  a  vii.'orous 
stand  at  Fort  Kdward,  and  if  oldiji'ed  to  abandon  that; 
warlike  stores  woidd  l»e  necessary  at  AUiany 

Preached  all  da\'  in  Schenactada  Meetin^i^  House,  y" 
first  exercise  began  at  11  o  clock  —  the  second  half  after 
three. 

.July  10.  Three  hundred  of  our  IJeu'  went  from  Schen- 
actada ni)  Mohawk  Kiver  with  <i<>  IJattoos  loaded  with 
provisions  under  command  of  Maj  Arl)Uthnot  with  an 
escort  jruard  com'"'  by  Lieut  Turner.  Hear  y''  2  Cannon 
were  bro'l  l)ack  no  farther,  than  y'  half  way  IJrook.

July  12.  Tiie  negro  removed  Ith  Ins.  had  not  y''  Small 
Pox.  Another  soldier  removed  under  suspicion  of  having 
it. 

July  l.'i  I  wrote  Deacon  (^ushing  an  ace'  of  y''  IJattlo 
at  y"  Xarrows.  The  Dutch  women  are  more  laltorious, 
and  diliigent  than  the  men.  The  men  deiiend  most  on 
y*-'  negroes  to  do  y"  work,  and  often  get  together  with  y° 
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Pipos  cspociiilly  Moniinir.  aiid  riVciiiiii^,  in  y"  Sliipcs 
bfloii'  their  (looi's.  The  wonioii  tlu^  most,  (li^tin;rllisll('(l 
ainoiiij:  tlu'iii  <X()  ill  a  looso  ili'oss,  and  all  y''  toiciiooii 
without  Stockiiiiis,  and  Shoes,  ahont  Ilonsi'  to  do  y"'  Inisi- 
iicss.  Wlu'ii  dressed  in  y''  ai'teiiioon  their  dress  is  loose 
and  y"  IVtticuat  very  short  so  as  to  show  the  jfieater  part 
of  y"  Le<j[s. 

.Inly  11  Wrote  to  Deaeoii  Cilshinir  a  letter  to  eorrert 
the  I'oiiner.  I'redieant  \'rooinaii  with  some  of  y''  (Quality 
of  y''  Town  attended  I'rayers  in  y''  Fort  in  y*^  Kveniiijr. 

July  1').  'I'hree  o  eloeU  l*.  M.  attended  y''  Fnneral  of 
Mr  N'rooman's  Hrother  in  Law.  Alter  the  People  wero 
collected  who  kept  alnoad,  except  the  relatives  of  the 
Deceased;  the  Clerk  proelaiined  from  y''  Sliipe,  helo:" 
the  door,  "Jf  any  where  disposed  to  see  y''  Corpse  they 
migiit  eome  in."  Put  few  from  the  many  altroad  went 
in. — the  Corpse  was  soon  hionirht  out  and  laid  npon  the 
Pier.

Six  miles  —  arrived  at  y'^  little  Car- 
ryinir  Plaec  12  o  eloek.  about  a  mile  over.  Spent  v"  rest 
of  y*^  day  in  getting  y''  lading  over.

Pushed  oll'our  Battoes  at  7  o  clock,  reached 
Fort  llarkimaii  at  11  o  clock.  (I  miles  —  and  spent  y"^^  rest 
of  y*^  day  in  taking  out  stores.  Encamped  at  y''  West  end 
of  the  Fort,  in  daily  ex|)ectatiou  of  being  atacked  here, 
in  y''  forenoon  fell  a  line  sleet.

A  man  ap[)t'ared 
on  y*"  liank  of  y"  River  &  suddenly  disapi)eared,  upon 
which  Sus[)icion  arose  in  our  minds,  we  wi're  ambushed. 
I  went  a  shore  with  y*^  Col  and  i'arty  to  make  discovery, 
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foiiiul  y">  !i  party  of  our  Escort  Giiiinl.     who  liad  come 
clown  to  y"  river,  rc-idiod  about  1')  miles. 

Aii.<r  ;j  Ahoul  is  miles  to  dny.  Kncampod  at  Col 
Schuyler's  R-irm  l)y  some  c:dled  y"  .liivjit  Indian  Farms. 
Five  Guns  lired  at  Duek,  hy  y"  (\,|  ^^  others  in  liis  Uattoc. 
Vastly  imj)nideiit  so  far  advanced  in  an  Enemies  Country. 
Finished  y  Kgys  hro't  Irom  homi'  in  my  chest,  all  proved 
good. 

Aug  4.  Met  Maj,  Arljiitlniot  going  Express  from  y« 
Fort  to  Gen'  Stanwix.  occasioned  hy  informaticni  received 
this  morning  from  some  Oneida  Indians,  that  a  I'.ody  of 
French  &  Indians  with  Artillery  wonid  l)e  upon  them  in 
two  or  three  days.  About  1  o  clock  P..M.  arrived  at  y" 
great  carrying  place  12  miles  from  our  last  night'  En- 
campment.—Xot  Iniving  time  for  y"  <^uar(er  Master  to 
lay  out  y'groimd  pitched  our  tents  iri'egularly,  near  where 
Fort  William  stood  The  Fort  is  now  inclosed  with  Pal- 
isades by  y-  New  Vork  trooijs,  and  lies  at  y"  North  end 
of  Fort  Cravin  burnt  by  \\'ebb,  which  (>\\v  people  have 
inclosed  also  with  timber  to  set'uri!  themsi>lves. 

Aug  5.  A.  M.  very  rainy.  Col  Williams  dined  in 
Fort  Cravin.  'J'he  rain  ceased  at  12  o'ch.ck.  The  Col 
came  to  y"  Encami)mcnt  about  ,")  o'clock  P.M.  was  greatly 
surprised  we  had  not  struck  our  Tents  and  pitched  them 
in  regidar  form  for  which  he  had  given  no  order. 

Aug  ().  rreachiiig  ai)|)oiuted  for  this  forenoon,  but  a

Aug  0.  Our  Keg''  eonlinued  to  surround  y^'  Kneamp- 
mcnt  with  Logf?.  — A  Parly  of  1  '2  men  sent  out  on  a  seout ; 
y''  18  returned  made  no  discoveries.  The  .Jersey-  P>lue',s 
arrived  at  12  o  elock.  P.M.  Very  rainy,  our  Camp  noth- 
ing hut  mire. 

Aug  10.  Nathaniel  Stoddard  died  of  tiie  Dysentery, 
al)()nt  2o  eloek  this  morning,  hurled  at  10.
